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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 84-1 01 , 1 03, 1 06-1 26, 1 28, 1 31 -1 51 1 53 1 56-1 76, 1 78, 1 80-1 83 
are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With 
respect to independent claims 84, 109, 134 and 159, the instant invention is directed to 
a method for allowing a user of an interactive media guide applications to access media 
sources....; an interactive media guide system; and A computer readable storage 
medium for allowing a user of an interactive media guide to access media provided by 
media sources. The relevant prior art of record, such as Goode et al (6.684,400) 
method and apparatus for providing dynamic pricing services for an interactive 
information distribution system. Gagnon et al (6,522,342) disclose graphical tuning bar 
for multi-program data stream. Knowles et al (6,505,348) disclose multiple interactive 
electronic program system and methods Ohkura et al (5,737,029) disclose image 
reception controller and method with ordered display of previously viewed channels. 
Payne et al (6,021,433) disclose system and method for transmitting of data 

. However, neither Goode , Gagnon, Knowles, Payne nor Dev and any of the cited 
references teach or suggest, alone or in combination the feature of "...providing with 
the interactive media guidance application media group options and media sub-group 
options associated with at least some of the media group options, wherein the media 
group options and media sub-group options indicate media available to the user 
without indicating the content of the media, without indicating the source of the 
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media...." as recited in combination witli otiier features of independent claims 84, 109, 
134 and 159.
